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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
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The  Annual  Report  covering  the  year  1965  is  presented.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  - 

The  population  maintained  the  2$>  rate  of  increase  noted  in  1964  and 
had  increased  to  21,250  mid  year,  but  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births 
continued.  The  increase  appears  to  arise  from  new  residents  to  the 
district.  A  rise  in  the  number  of  births  raised  the  birth  rate  per 
1,000  population  to  17  which  is  still  below  the  national  rate  of  18, 
and  that  for  the  United  District  of  17° 3»  The  death  rate  of  17*9  per 
1,000  was  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
rate  was  also  down. 

The  rise  in  birth  rate  was  happily  associated  with  a  slight  drop  in 
the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  ( 6»4/£)  which  was  the  lowest 
percentage  for  the  United  District . 

Infectious  disease  notification  was  low  but  there  was  a  prevalence 
of  non-notifiable  virus  infection  in  the  mid-summer. 

Sewage  disposal  problems  continued  and  am  it  settlement.  One  can 
say  little  more  at  this  stage  for  major  schemes  are  in  preparation 
to  improve  the  situation. 

Prom  the  Public  Health  Department  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for 
the  co-operation  of  the  other  officers  and  to  you  for  your  interest. 

As  in  1964  this  report  is  presented  jointly  with  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  contains  much  for  which  he  answers  direct  to  the  Council. 
The  co-operation  and  help  that  I  enjoy  from  Mr.  Whitehouse  and  his  staff 
make  very  happy  working  conditions  within  the  United  District  arrangement 
and  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  public  health  supervision  of  the  town.

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SOCIAL  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  MATTERS 


The  town  continued  to  grow  residentially  and  to  show  some  small  growth 
in  sources  of  local  employment.  The  Harbour  showed  further  advance  in  its 
usage  and  improvement  was  im.de  in  sanitary  facilities  for  seafarers  and 
harbour  staff,  by  the  removal  of  the  antiquated  sanitary  block  and  the 
provision  of  new  conveniences  and  washing  facilities. 

The  dust  nuisance  that  has  been  associated  with  the  harbour  lands  in 
the  past  was  more  controlled  and  new  Council  road  sweeping  equipment 
contributed  to  this. 

Summer  rainstorms  again  emphasized  the  need  for  a  solution  to  the 
overloading  of  the  sewage  system  by  surface  water  and  for  relief  of  the 
G-orrell  stream  outflow  when  high  tide  coincides  with  such  rainfall. 

The  sea  wall  defences  against  tidal  surge  shov/ed  their  value  in 
protecting  the  old  town  during  the  year. 

On  the  sea  front  itself  the  volunteer  service  for  sea  rescue 
supported  by  the  emergency  helicopter  patrol  from  Manston  R.AcF.  station 
made  a  valuable  contribution  to  summer  safety. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

No  Yvater  shortage  occurred  during  the  year.  Water  mains  were 
extended  to  meet  the  needs  of  newr  housing  estates  and  a  total  of 
2,672  yards  of  main  was  laid.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Major  schemes  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  improving  the  sewage 
works ,  long  sea  outfall,  provision  of  trunk  foul  sewer  and  for  surfape  water 
sewers,  including  pumping  stations,  to  alleviate  the  inadequate  combined 
drainage  system  of  the  Town. 

A  total  of  1,085  yards  of  f.oul  sewer  and  2,269  yards  of  surface  water  sewer 
was  completed  in  the  year,  two-thirds  of  it  by  the  Council’s  direct  labour  force. 

In  addition  a  number  of  residential  estates  complete  with  sewers  were 
constructed  by  Private  Developers,  including  several  roads  under  the  Private 
Streets  Code  of  the  Highways  Act,  which  have  as  yet  not  been  taken  over  for 
maintenance  by  the  Council.

There  were  23  sites  providing  accommodation  for  1880  caravans  and 
239  chalets o  The  approximate  acreage  involved  is  95  acres.  All  sites 

are  subject  to  conditions  based  upon  standards  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
and  141  routine  visits  were  made  to  the  sites  during  the  year. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  these  sites  during  the  Summer  months 
presents  a  problem  which,  so  far,  has  been  assisted  by  the  co-operation 
of  some  of  the  camp  proprietors  who,  themselves,  take  the  refuse  to  the 
disposal  tip. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  no  recognized  offensive  trades  in  the  town. 


The  Department  carries  out  the  requirements  of  this  Act  under  powers 
delegated  to  the  Council  by  the  County. 


A  total  of  277  general  inspections  was  made,  primarily  in  connection 
with  public  health  functions  but  at  which  times  regard  would  be  had  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Shops  Act.  In  addition  180  specific  inspections  were 
carried  out  to  deal  with  the  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act  and  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  Infringements  encountered  we re  dealt  with 
on  an  informal  basis  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  legal 
proceedings.  No  representations  were  received  from  organisations  either 
within,  or  without,  the  district  affecting  the  administration  of  the  Act. 


No  notices  were  received  under  Section  68  relating  to  the  employment  of 
young  persons. 

The  advent  of  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Day, Act,  1965  which  permits 
shopkeepers  to  choose  their  own  early  closing  day,  satisfactorily  dealt  with 
the  sporadic  complaints  previously  made  when  having  to  adhere  to  a  fixed 
closing  day.

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FOOD 


Food  premises  in  the  district  total  nearly  300.  These  consist,  in 
the  main,  of  76  restaurants  and  cafes,  74  general  food  shops,  the  balance 
comprising  butchers,  fishmongers,  licensed  premises  and  confectioners. 

128  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream  and 
sausages.  During  the  year  469  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  of  all 
types,  several  resulting  from  complaints.  On  38  instances  the  proprietor’s 
attention  was  drawn  to  items  requiring  attention  which  resulted  in  a  general 
improvement.  On  the  whole  a  good  standard  has  been  maintained  and  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  procedure. 

The  regular  Y/eekly  shipments  of  foodstuffs  at  the  Harbour  are  inspected 
in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (imported  Food)  Regulations.  The 
foodstuffs  continue  to  be  of  a  good  quality. 

Fresh  meat  in  the  area  is  mainly  supplied  through  the  abattoir  at 
Canterbury  where  a  full-time  meat  inspectorate  is  employed.  This  arrangement 
has,  at  all  times,  proved  satisfactory. 

Milk  is  supplied  locally  by  two  registered  dairies  who  operate  a  delivery 
service;  the  supply  is  further  augmented  by  30  retail  shop  outlets.  The 
milk,  in  general,  continued  to  be  of  a  good  standard. 

24  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year;  23  were  placed  in 
G-rade  I  and  1  in  G-rade  II  which  was  a  very  satisfactory  result.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 

Visits  were  carried  cut  to  investigate  the  contacts  and  disinfection 
arrangements  of  notified  cases.  In  the  case  of  food  handlers  in  contact 
with  Scarlet  Fever  or  Dysentery  and  some  other  diseases  precautionary 
measures  are  necessary  as  advised  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Chemical  disinfection  (Formalin)  can  be  carried  out  at  the  Disinfecting 
Plant,  Station  Road,  when  considered  necessary  but  with  modern  home 
facilities  the  dangers  of  transmission  through  articles  of  bedding,  clothing 
or  books  can,  in  most  infections,  be  overcome  by  home  cleansing. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Routine  visiting  and  investigation  of  rodent  or  mice  infestation  is  made 
by  the  General  Assistant,  and  treatment  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Where 
necessary,  suspect  drains  to  properties  are  tested,  and  in  other  instances 
occupiers  are  advised  on  rat  proofing  to  prevent  reinfestation.  During  the  year 
test  baiting  of  a  percentage  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  which  revealed  a  low 
incidence  of  infestation.  These  were  eliminated  by  follow-up  treatment,  such 
treatment  helping  to  minimise  surface  infestations. 

At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  the  General  Assistant  attended  a  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Rodent  Operatives’  course  at  Maidstone.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Extensive  work  studies  and  overhaul  of  the  refuse  collection  system 
took  place  during  the  year  to  improve  the  service,  and  to  facilitate  the 
introduction  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme.  A  bonus  scheme  was  initially 
introduced  for  a  trial  period  which  has  now  been  adopted  on  a  permanent 
basis. 


The  policy  of  the  Council  to  use  compression  type  vehicles  was 
implemented,  two  vehicles  being  put  into  operation  during  the  year.  An 
immediate  result  was  the  availability  of  more  man-hours  for  collection 
duties  owing  to  the  increased  capacity  of  the  vehicles  -  35  cubic  yards  as 
against  the  12  of  the  side-loading  vehicles  which  had  to  travel  to  the  tip 
more  frequently,  with  attendant  unproductive  work. 

The  introduction  of  the  bonus  scheme  ensured  that  the  maximum  efficiency 
was  being  obtained  from  these  highly  specialised  and  expensive  vehicles,  and 
it  enabled  a  higher  wage  to  be  paid  to  the  operatives  which  makes  for  easier 
recruitment  and  the  ability  to  retain  existing  staff. 

The  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained,  although  preliminary 
consideration  has  been  given  to  a  back-door  collection  and  the  implementation 
of  the  paper  sack  system  of  collection. 

In  1 963  the  Government  set  up  a  working  party  with  the  following  terms  of 
reference  -  "to  examine  the  facts  of  refuse  collection,  to  what  extent  it  is 
unsatisfactory,  what  the  difficulties  are  and  which  methods  are  proving  most 
successful,  and  to  consider  what  advice  can  be  given  to  local  authorities  on 
how  to  obtain  the  best  results".  This  report  is  expected  shortly.  The 
spadework  carried  out  during  the  year,  with  the  considerable  help  of  the  Work 
Study  Section,  to  whom  the  Department’s  thanks  are  due,  will  be  of  much  value 
in  implementing  its  recommendations. 

The  number  of  men  engaged  on  refuse  collection  duties  comprise  3  drivers 
and  8  loaders  who  deal  with  approximately  150  tons  of  refuse  each  week. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Disposal  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  tip  at  Yorkletts  where  use  is 
made  of  a  small  Angledozer  for  consolidation  and  spreading  purposes.  The  bulk 
and  type  of  refuse  has  considerably  increased  since  the  initial  purchase  of  the 
dozer  and  investigations  are  now  in  hand  to  improve  the  present  disposal 
arrangements  by  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  tip,  and  introducing  more 
versatile  equipment  to  enable  more  effective  sealing  and  consolidation  to  take 
place,  thus  minimising  outbreaks  of  fire.  A  growing  problem  has  been  the 
disposal  of  trade  waste  due  to  the  introduction  of  new  industries  into  the  area 
and  the  disposal  of  bulky  articles  of  furniture  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
consolidated. 

The  men  engaged  at  the  tip  comprise  a  dozer  driver  and  a  tip  attendant.

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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING- 

This  continues  to  he  a  very  necessary  service  and  there  was  the  usual 
difficulty  of  access  to  some  of  the  unmade  roads  during  adverse  weather 
conditions o  The  schemes  now  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  foul  sewers  in 
the  Seasalter  area,  some  of  which  are  awaiting  Ministry  approval,  will  effect 
an  appreciable  improvement  and  will,  undoubtedly,  give  rise  to  economies . 

The  total  number  of  cesspools  at  the  end  of  1  965  was  465,  26l  on  made-up 
roads  and  204  on  unmade  roads «  There  were  10  nev;  cesspools  during  the  year 

and  13  cesspools  were  dispensed  with,  connections  having  been  made  to  the  sewer. 

The  Council  operate  3  full-time  cesspool  emptying  vehicles,  with  1  standby; 
a  replacement  vehicle  is  on  order  which  can  be  readily  adapted  for  street  gully 
cleansing. 


STREET  SWEEPING  AID  LITTLR  COLLECTION 

The  continuing  expansion  of  the  town  places  increasing  demands  on  this 
service  and  the  introduction  of  a  mechanical  suction  sweeper  during  the  year 
proved  of  material  benefit.  It  made  it  possible  to  deal  with  various  new 
estates  throughout  the  area  without  the  necessity  of  taking  on  additional  staff 
and  enabled  the  manual  staff  of  10  to  be  reduced  to  the  present  number  of  7. 

A  daily  sweeping  at  the  harbour  is  also  carried  out  which  does  much  to 
allay  the  emission  of  dust. 

An  average  of  36  miles  of  gutter  is  now  swept  by  mechanical  means  each 
week  but  the  machine  will  never  completely  take  over  as  pavements  will  still 
need  to  be  swept  manually  and  there  is  the  problem  of  parked  vehicles. 

There  is  need  for  improvement  in  the  method  of  storage  and  collection  of 
sweepings  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  overcome  this  problem. 

Litter  collections  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  temporary  staff  employed 
during  the  Summer  on  various  sections  of  the  beach,  ranging  from  Marine  Crescent 
to  the  Sportsman  Hotel  at  Seasalter. 


ST CRAGS  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  visits  were  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Act  and  Regulations  relating  to  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit. 

All  new  installations  are  required  to  conform  to  the  model  code  of 
principles  of  construction  recommended  as  a  guide  to  Councils  by  the  Home 
Office,  including  air  pressure  tests  to  tanks  and  pipe  lines.  Licences  are 
issued  annually  and  thirty-four  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year 

Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Kent  Fire 
Brigade,  with  whom  annual  joint  inspections  are  made.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963c 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  1  964  and  237  premises  have  been  registered 
with  the  Council,  comprising  56  offices,  157  retail  shops,  4  wholesale  shops, 

18  catering  establishments  and  2  fuel  storage  depots,  employing  a  total  of 
405  males  and  642  females. 

The  inspection  of  registered  premises  under  the  Act  has  again  occupied  a 
considerable  proportion  of  the  Department’s  time.  During  the  year  133  premises 
received  a  general  inspection  which,  coupled  with  those  inspected  last  year, 
means  that  virtually  all  registered  premises  have  received  a  full  inspection. 

Of  the  133  general  inspections  the  notice  of  the  proprietors  was  drawn  to  items 
requiring  attention  in  131  cases.  As  a  result  of  revisits  77  notices  were 
complied  with  during  the  year.

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CHARACTER  OF  SHIPPING 

There  ‘was  limited  passenger  traffic  during  the  year,  tourist  to  and 
from  Esb jerg. 

Cargo  traffic  was  concerned  with:  -

There  is  no  inland  barge  traffic. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Harbour  receives  the  town  mains  supply  which  is  a  good  chalk 
water  in  the  ownership  of  the  Canterbury  &  District  T/ater  Company,  which  is 
chlorinated  before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  shipping  is  from  hydrants  on  the  quay  and  hosepipes 
which  are  protected  and  have  been  found  on  inspection  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  were  of 
a  satisfactory  nature.  The  Authority  has  no  water  boats. 

HYGIENE  ARR/d]GEMEI\d?S 

Communal  washing  facilities  have  been  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water 
for  use  by  Harbour  personnel  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  hygiene 
regulations.  The  old  and  antiquated  sanitary  block  was  demolished  and  new 
conveniences  and  washing  facilities  were  erected  in  its  place. 

Public  baths  are  available  in  the  town  and  w/ithin  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of 
the  Harbour. 

HJBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS ,  1952 

A  list  of  infected  areas  is  maintained  by  the  Medica.l  Officer  of  Health 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  reference  to  the  information  supplied  to  him  by  the 
Ministry.  H.M.  Customs  now  receive  information  at  the  Harbour,  having  removed 
from  Faversham  to  Whit  stable.  There  are  no  local  radio  arrangements  for 
sending  permission  to  enter  or  for  receiving  advance  notice  from  ships  or 
acting  thereon. 
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Notice  of  the  arrival  of  ships  from  foreign  ports  is  received  from  the 
Harbour  Master  and  the  Shipping  /.gent. 

An  arrangement  is  understood  to  be  still  applicable  that  any  ship  in 
which  there  is  suspicion  of  infection  or  the  presence  of  infectious  disease 
shall  anchor  off  Shellness,  Isle  of  Sheppey,  to  allow  clearance  before  entry. 
No  record  is  available  of  such  a  direction  having  been  issued  under 
Regulations,  but  it  has  the  standing  of  war-time  practice  for  this  district. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  go  to  Haine  Isolation  Hospital,  Ramsgate. 

Surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
would  be  carried  out  through  Medical  Officers  of  Health  at  destination,  and 
local  surveillance  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his 
Deputy. 

A  chemical  disinfector  is  situated  within  easy  access  of  the  Harbour. 
Disinfection  on  board  ship  would  be  done  by  gaseous  disinfection  followed  by 
cleaning  down.  Steam  disinfection  is  available  by  arrangement  with  the 
Hospital  authorities  at  Nunnery  Fields,  Canterbury. 

SMALLPOX 

Cases  go  to  the  Rivers  Hospital,  Long  Reach,  Dartford. 

Such  cases  are  transported  by  the  Canterbury  Joint  Ambulance  Service  for 
whose  vaccinal  state  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  M.O.H.  of  Canterbury, 
is  responsible.  The  nearest  smallpox  consultant  is:-

RODENT  _CONTROL 

The  port  is  not  approved  for  the  purpose  of  granting  deratisation  or 
exemption  certificates.  Ships  in  the  harbour  and  the  harbour  precints  are 
inspected  for  rats  and  the  checking  of  certificates. 

No  rats  were  sent  for  pathological  examination.  The  appropriate 
laboratory  is  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Preston  Hall,  Maidstone.

SHELLFISH  LAYINGS 

The  collection  of  molluscs  takes  place  on  the  Seasalter  flats  and  the 
Whitstable  oyster  beds  are  in  the  sea  off  the  port.  These  collecting  areas 
have  never  been  suspect  as  sources  of  danger  to  health,  but  the  authority 
has  taken  informal  action  from  time  to  time  to  examine  the  fish  after 
cleansing  or  processing,  and  has  found  them  acceptable  for  human  consumption.

BURIAL  ARRANGEMENTS

In  order  to  make  a  fair  comparison  with  figures  for  England  and  Wales 
the  Registrar  General  provides  area  comparability  factors  for  Births  and  Deaths.
